MANILA, June 4 —Queverra, adjutant to
General Cailles, had a three hours’ inter-
view with Aguinaldo to-day. He sald that
Cailleg did not believe that Aguinaldo had
been captured, and consequently issued a
proclamation characterizing Aguinaldo’'s
address to the Filipino people as an Ainer-
jfean trick. Aguinaldo, through Gueverra,
advised Cailles to surrender immediately.
After this interview General Wade and
General Sumner informed Gueverra that
Callles must notify them at Pagsanjan,
not later than next Monday, of his decision
in the matter. The American generals de-
clined to guarantee that Cailles would not
be prosecuted.

BOSTON, Mass,, June 4—The trial of the

150,000 libel suit of Mrs, Josephine C. Wood- '

ury against Mrs. Mary Baker Eddy was
resumed to-day, with Septimus J. Hanna,
reader of the First Church of Christlan
Science, Boston, editor of the Christian
Science Journal and a close friend of Mrs.
Eddy, on the witness stand. Judge Hanna
was asked if he had in his possession the
original of the message sent by Mrs. Eddy
te the Christian Science Journal in May,
18387, The witness repiled that he had a
copy of the Journal contalning the message,
and thie was offered ag evidence by the
counsel for Mrs. Woodbury, whe =zaid that
Mrs. Eddy's reference to Mrs. Woodbury
as a person unfriendly to Christian Science
showed malice. The Journal was admitted,
subject 1o exception, silmply on question of
malice. Judge Hanna admitted that th:

message was published after Mrs. Eddy
had refused the request of the witness Lo
reply to a magazine article by Mrs. Wood-
bury attacking Christian Science.

The article by Mrs. Woodbury, which was
cffered as evidence yesterday, was again
presented and excluded. Later the court
ruled out the by-laws of the Christian
science Church as not having any connec-
tion with the present suit. Exception was
taken by plaintiff.

The witness admitted that, as an employe

of the Christian Science Publishing SocleLy,
the amount of his salary was determined by
tne board of trustees. The deed of trust
given by Mrs. Eddy in 1888 to Messrs.
Bates, Neal and McKkenzie, as trustees of
the Christian Science Publishing Company,
was admitted as evidence. By this deed
Mrs. Eddy conveyed to the trustees the
business of all Christian Science publica-
tions, subject to her supervision at all
times, and subject to her right to withdraw
at any time any publications in which she
holds the copyright. Witness could not
say whether, during the nine years he
had beer editor of the Journal, every single
message of Mrs. Eddy had been published,
but admitted that all of Mrs. Eddy’'s mes-
sages were published through him. He
said he knew nothing about the publication
of the message in controversy in a Boston
newspaper, He knew the reporter of the
paper and had given him matter for pub-
lication. He saw him at the church where
Mrs., Eddy's message was read, but denied
that he knew what he was there for. Wit-
ness said it was the custom on some occa-
sions to publish Mrs. Eddy's communica-
tions in Boston papers.

Mrs. Eddy's bock, “Science and Health,"
was produced, and witness was asked if 1l
was not the Christian Science text-book.
Witness said much of the Christian Science
belief was based upon |t

Mrs. Woodbury, the plaintiff in the case,
followed Judge Hanna. Mrs. Woodbury
sald she met Mrs. Eddy in 1879 in Beoston.
At that time she never had heard of
Chnristian Science.  Subsequently she be-
came a believer in Mrs. Eddy, studied
(“hristian Science with her and was admil-
ted to the Christian Science Association,
receiving a certificate or degree from the
college where Christian Science was taught,
cigned by Mrs. Eddy as a doctor of
Christian Science. This document was of-
fered in evidence.

At MNrs. Eddy's request witness made
application to her in 188 for admission to
the FKirst Church (Scientist), and wuas
directed to send her application directly
1o the church. In cloging the letter con-
veving the direction Mrs, Eddy used this
expression: “Remember that malicious hyp-
notism is no excuse for =in."" Mrs. Wood-
bury was asked to define “malicious hyp-
notism,”” but she was not allowed to an-
sWer

After the recess another letter, dated
Nov. 25 1865, from Mrs. Eddy to Mrs.
Woodbury, was read, in which the writer
said that she had pleaded with the direct-
ors., but that she had falled., owing 1Ir
a report that Mrs. Woodbury had writte:
a letter which =aid that the church could
go along on its own account. Mrs. Eddy
said that that had sealed her lips, and
she had come to the conclusion that Mrs,
Woodbury was not fit to enter the church.

At this point a representative of the bus-
iness office of the Boston Herald was
called to show that a large number of
copies of the paper were purchased by
Mrs. Eddy on June 5, the day after the
alleged libelous message of Mrs. Eddy
was read in the First Church, but witness
could only say that the papers were de-
livered.

Mrs. Woodbury then resumed her testi-
mony. and a passage in Mrs, Eddy's let-
ter of April 15 1885, was read, in which
the latter said: “"Now, dear student, try
to go for one year without telling a }Ise—
hood, practicing cheating or breaking the
Decalogue.” Mrs. Woodbury denjed that
she ever told a lie or cheated,

Mr. Peabody said he had several letters
which had passed between the plaintiff
and defendant, which he desired to have
read to the jury. In one of these Mrs,
Eddy told Mrs. Woodbury to remember the
M. A, M."

Mre. Woodbury said that these
meant “‘Malicious Animal Magnetism.’

At Judge Rell's request Mr. Peabody sub-
mitted the list of letters to be introduced,
The court examined some of them. Mr.
Elder declared that therse was nothing n
the letters to show any animosity or malice
on the part of Mrs. Eddy. He averred that
the letters of Mrs. Eddy breathed Intens:
Christian charity. The judge said he would
admit Mrs. Eddy's and other letters im-
mediately, peruse them at leisure and rule
later. Mr. Peabody accepted the proposi-

years ago in April, 1880. That was an abso-
lute abandonment.

DES MOINES, la., June 4.—Prof. George
D. Herron, formerly applied Christianity
professor in lowa College at Grinnell, is
no longer a Congregationalist. He was
tried by a council of ministers and elders
of the church, representing eight erganiza-
tions, sitting at Grinnell to-day, on charges
of conduct unbecoming a Christian and a
gentleman., Evidence was introduced 1o
show cruel treatmet of his “unusually loval
and devoted wife,” which finally resulted in
divorce proceedings and legal separation,
A lengthy letter from Dr. Herron was pre-
sented in his defense, but at the close of
its consideration the council decided the
charges were sustained and voted unanie
mousgly to expel him from the church.

J. P. Lyman, of Grinnell, presented the
case against Herron on  behalf of the
church committee. He read the letter
scnt to the twelve churches calling for the
ccuncil and the invitation to Hercon to pare
ticipate and defend. Dr. Herron declined,
suying: *1 am perfectly satisfied that the
hearing shall be ex parte.” The man said
he did not present charges against Her-
ron on hizx own motion, but the church
thought it was its duty to investigate his
divorce proceedings, his rejations to aad
treatment of wife and children in the light
of the Christian minister.

The Rev. D, M. Vittum, of Grinnell, was
the first witness, He sald he met Herron's
wife at Grinnell in April, 1883, and exe
changed pulpits with Herron, He was ene
tertained at the Rands and they talked all
the time of Herron. Mrs, Herron was loyal
all the time, devoted to her husband and

believed in his teachings., On his departure
to Europe she told a friend: *1 feel as
though 1 want to die.”

Prof. Charles Noble, the second witness,
confirmed Vittum. Mrs. Herron was une
usually loyal. Noble said he was very
strongly In faver of Harron at the begin-
ning, but had changed since, Herron's
beok in 1892 was dedicated to his wife in
these words: “To my wife, who has been
my most loving counsel.” The Rev., Mr.
Vittumn =aid the trial must be an exonera=-
tion of Mrs. Herron. She was nnocent.
His church, he sald, was ready to expel
Herron without more evidence, but more
